French Dup'icity With Regard to Mexico.
¥ the report that the Emperor Napoleoa has
agreed to delay the withdrawal ot the French
troops from Mexico until the 1st of Jauuury
next, and to assist Maximilian with storos
from the French magazines in reorganizing
another army, shall prove correct, explana-
tions will doubtless be demanded by onr
Government. The Emperor has already
definitely promised us that the withdrawal of
his troops shall commence at a specified time.
If now he pretends, upon one pretext and
another, to prolong their departure, and in
addition to furnish Maxam'lian with mun-
tions and stores for the reorganization of
another army, it is high time that our Gov-
ernment should put its remonstrances into a
shape that will at once command respoct,
There is no peint on which the American
people are more unanimous than in regarding
the so-called Mexican empire as a sham and
a fraud.

Its establishment, under the peculiar clr-
cumstonces of the case, was a direct and pre-
meditated insult to the United States, [he
Monroe |doctrine, whether abstractly right or
wrong, had long been the avowed policy of
our nation. Advantage was taken of our em-
barrassment by the Rebellion to coolly set us
at deflance in the matter, and the project of
establishine the Mexican empire, under a
scion of European despotism, as a counter-
poise to our growth and influence, was un-
blushingly avowed. Nor is it at all doubtful
that thie wily French Emperor meant Lo secure
Mexico as a convenient ba<e ol operations
against us in assisting the Southern Contide-
racy, had a favorable contingency lor such a
movement arisen. We pocketed the insall
for the tme belng, as we did others tom
England, and went ahead with the work ol
putting down the Robellion; bnt we have not
forgotten the conrse of the French Emperor,
nor are we likely to. Ho has agreed to with-
draw from Mexico and 10 leave Maximilun's
empire to stand or fall on Its own merits with
the people of Mexico. If he shall fulfll his
promise in good faith, we shall probably leave
the “empire” ol Mexico to work out its own
destiny ; but if there is to be a prolongation
ol French interfercnce, and an attempt to
create new armies for the subjugation ol our
neighbors, then it will be quite time for
Uncle Sam to settle up accounts as to thi:
Mexican business from the start,

In this connection, the news received this
worning ol the recent seizure of an Awmerican
vessel by & French man-of-war, on the pre-
text that she was loading guano without a
permit, and her deteation at Mazatlun, as-
sumes unwonted interest, We are elad to
see that Admiral 1hatcher, commanding our
squadron, hag sent a couple of war vessels to
inquire into the matter,

We might also allude to the rumor that
sufficiert French vessels will be sent to Mata-
moras to enforce Maximillan’s blockade,
Such a step would almosc surely involve us
ina war with France, We cannot acknow-
ledge the right of Freolh vessels in behalf of
anotber power to institute a blockade to shut
out our commerce from Mexico.

It is quite evident that this whole Mex’ean
business is getting into a delicate and compli-
cated condition, The entire difficnlty is
owing to the want of candor and straight-
forwardness on the part of the French Ewm-
peror. Without his support Maximilinn’s

empire mast come Lo an early and disgracefal

end, and Napoleon can give him no addi-
tional aid without bresking faith with the
United States.

The New Jeis=y Special Session,
As we announced a few days since, Governor
Ward bas called a special session of the
Legislature of New Jersey, to meet on the
10th proxime, to elect a ~enator snd sdapt th
Goostitutional smendment, We are sincerely
glad that such an action has been decided
upon. The success of the coming contest i
the State over the river is at least extremely
doubttul. The Union party are hopefu! and
determined, but the long adherence of New
Jersey to the Democratie party, and the small
majority by which the hard-fought battle last
year was won, place her among the doubtiul
States. Should we fall we wonld loss & Sena-
tor, to whlch we are justly entitled, and pre-
veat the adoption of the Constitutions! amend-
ment, which, by all the rules of right, ought
to come before the present Legislature,
We feel confident that on the total vote we
will bave & majority, but the sclence of “Jerry-
' has so divided the local districts,
that even a majority of five thousand might

not secure ua a majority of the Legislature,
At any rate there Is no reason for risking the
spolls by fighting another battle before we
appropriate those which we have already in
our hands, The only obstacle in the way of
our triumph last April was the defection of
Mr. J, M. Scovel. That obstacle has been
removed. Quiet meditation has showa that
gentieman what was his duty, and we feel
confident that he intends to fulfil it to the
letter.

His supjort will secure the adoption at
once of the smendment, OF that there is no
question, 1n regard to the election of a Men-
ator, we are willing to see all personality
sacrificed, and any good, staunch Republi-
can selected for the post, Let all the
recorda of the last caucus be burned, and the
whole question gone over again. We care
not who may be the choice,so that be ia a
true and faithful, as well as a tried member of
our great party. Let every one who goes
into the eaucus be bound by its results, and
whoever its wisdom selects, we have no
doubt will be fully able to fill with honor the
seat once occupied by Frelinghuysen, Dayton,
and Stockton. By the call of tle Governor
all our fruits of victory are garnered, the
fleld 18 cleared, and we made ready for another
fizht and another victory.

A Significant Speech by Wade Hampton.
Tug tone of sentiment at the South 18 just
now a matter of very general interest to the
public, It has been asserted that the Southern
people accepe the platform adoptad by the
late Convention in this city. So far as we
Lave observed, there is not a single recog-
pized organ of Southern opinion that does
not repudiate all thoke portions of that plat-
form which touch the vital principles of dufy
and true allegiance to the Government ; and
especially do they repudiate those portions ol
it which allude to the late Rebellion, and the
part therein borne by the soldiera of the
Union, Their universal position is that the
cause for which the South fought was juaf
ond right; that in no proper sense was it a
Hebellion; and that they incurred no guilt op
loss of honor by their endeavors fo overthrow
the Government of the United States. "They
“accept the result™ just as an army does
when it ean no longer contend against its
opponents.  But there is not a word to show
that they would not agzain strike for the * lost
cause,” a8 they eall it, i they sow an oppor-

In this connection we publish a remarkable
gpeech Irom one who more correctly, perhaps,
than almost any other man, may be assumed
to represcnt that element of the Southern
people which furnished the biains to the late
Rebellion.
